As a follow-up to our first Ritual Meal, which took place during Gatherings of Grace, the 
Stewardship Committee is offering another Ritual Meal—this time using the theme. Loaves and 
Fishes. This meal will be held Thursday, July 24, at 6:30 pm in the church backyard. 

Sharing a meal with others is a powerful symbol of acceptance, friendship and solidarity. It 
binds families and friends together in mutual support for one another. Of course the Eucharist 
is the ultimate ritual meal, and it is striking that Jesus gave us his Body and Blood as food to 
strengthen and support us on our faith journey. Meals and food are central to our faith 
experience and to our relationships with others. 


In the story of the loaves and fishes, Jesus and his disciples were trying to get away from the 
crowds for a little rest and privacy, but the crowds found out where they 
were going and followed them. Most of us faced with such a situation 
i i % would have been dismayed—as were the disciples. And this hungry 

V v throng did not bring along any food. "Hey," thought the disciples, "that's 

their problem and not ours. Send them away to find food in the towns 
and villages. Leave us be; it is impossible for us to cope with this 
problem." Yet Jesus had compassion on them, for they were like sheep 
without a shepherd (Mark 6:34), so out of his great love and mercy he taught 
them and provided a meal for them. 



Think about it. Say you were enjoying a nice relaxing weekend at home after a tiring and 
challenging work week of 12-hour days. Then, unexpectedly, your in-laws and their three kids 
show up at your door—just passing through on the way from Iowa to Yellowstone. They need 
a place to stay for a couple of days and a meal or two. What would be your reaction? 
Frustration? Delight? Worry? Compassion? Panic? 


Since Jesus worked this famous Miracle of the Loaves and Fishes while people sat on a grassy 
hillside, it is appropriate that our ritual meal be held outside on the grass behind the church. We 
will share a simple meal of bread and fish as we break open the Gospel story. And we will 
share the experiences, implications and challenges this Gospel story stirs up in our lives. Bring 
blankets to sit on, or chairs, if you wish, and hearts open to sharing a meal and the message of 
the Gospel with your fellow parishioners.

Reflection 

■ When have you been given good ground for hope? 

■ How have you experienced God's abounding kindness? 

■ Has the Holy Spirit ever helped you pray when you were having a hard time praying? 
What was that like? 

■ What does Jesus mean when he says the children of the kingdom are the good seed? 
How are we "sown" by the Son of Man? 

Those who sincerely accept the Good News, through the power of this acceptance and of shared 
faith, therefore gather together in Jesus' name in order to seek together the kingdom, build it up 
and live it. They make up a community, which is in its turn evangelizing. The command to the 
Twelve to go out and proclaim the Good News is also valid for all Christians, though in a 
different way. It is precisely for this reason that Peter calls Christians "a people set apart to sing 
the praises of God." Moreover, the Good News of the kingdom which is coming and which has 
begun is meant for all people of all times. Those who have received the Good News and who 
have been gathered by it into the community of salvation can and must communicate and 
spread it. 1
